Robert J. Myers, deputy com- 
missioner for the bureau, said the 
consumer price index remained 
at 106.2. 

The 1957-59 price level is 100 in 
the index. 

Myers noted at a news confer- 
ence that the price level is only 
one per cent above a year ago. 

“We can see how lucky we are 
when we see what has happened 
in other major countries, mostly 
European,” Myers said. 

He said the current stability “is 
more or less in line with seasonal 
trends for this time of year.” 

Myers predicted that the period 
of price stability is: about over. 

He said he anticipated an in- 
crease in living costs of at least 
one-tenth of one per cent for the 
month of June, when prices are 
expected to rise for food, fruits, 
sugar, used cars and services, 
mostly medical.

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EXPERIMENT SHOWS 
SIMPLE MIXTURES. | 
GOOD DAIRY FEED 


STATE COLLEGE, A simple 
dairy feed mixture proved to be 
as good as a complex ‘one in re- 
cent tests at the Mississippi Ex- 
periment Station. . 


The simple mixture was com- 
posed of ground ear corn, ground 
shelled corn, soybean meal, salt 
and deflourinated rock phosphate. 
The complex mixture contained 
all these ingredients plus cotton- 
seed meal, crimped oats, wheat- 
bran, wheat middlings, distillers 
dried corn, corn gluten feed, mo- 
lasses, limestoné, trace minerals 
and a vitamin mix. 


Thirty-six cows of four breeds 
were used in the study, a reversal 
type test of three 28day periods. 
The cows were on an adequate 
forage feeding program. ` 

Dr. C. B. Browning found no dif- 
ference in milk production be- 
tween the rations. The grain mixes 
were formulated to contain the 
same quantities of crude . protein 
and digestible energy. Therefore, 
if one of the grain mixes had been 
superior to the other, it would 
have been the result of more ef- 
ficient utilization, the ` presence 
of a variety of ingredients, some 
nutrient present in one mix and 
not the other, or a combination of 
some or all of these factors. 

“It would appear,” Dr. Brown- 
ing said, “from the results of this 
study and those of other published 
research that a dairyman should 
base his choice of a high quality 
grain mix on the economics in- 
volved. Lecal prices of ingredients 
stdrage facilities, mixing and 
grinding and convenience should 
be considered in making a de- 
cision.” i 

Dr. Browning’s complete report 
is available on request from the 
Experiment Station at State Col- 
lege, Mississippi. Dr. Browning 
says when high levels of grain are 
fed, palatability may be a prob- 
lem and a large variety of ingre- 
dients may be helpful. However, 
as long as the ingredients are pala- 
table, simple mixtures are just as 
nutritious as complex mixtures.

STEAM IRON CARE 


It is best to use distilled water 
(which you can get at the drug 
store) or filtered water in your 
steam iron to prevent clogging. 
You can obtain filtered water by 
use of a filter. Filters are avail- 
able at some auto supply stores 
and mail order houses. 

If your iron spits or fails to 
steam, you may be able to remedy 
the situation by: 

1. Filling the iron with filtered 
seal and vinegar, about half and 
alf. 

2. Setting on steaming position 
and heating. 

3. Holding the iron over the sink 
or old towel, or newspaper and 
letting it steam until the holes are 
clear. There may be a sudden 


spurt of clogging material when . 


this happens. 

t. After the holes are open and 
the water has steamed out, you 
may want to steam some water 
through to remove the trace of 
vinegar. 

Follow the manufacturer’s in- 
structions for removing scratches 
from the sale pate as well as doing 
other cleaning jobs. You can re- 
move starch by heating the iron 
slightlv and rubbing with a damp 
cloth that has been dipped in ba- 
king soda. If desired, after this 
treatment, run the warm iron over 
wax paper to make it smooth.
